of the’ danger they run by exposing the 
usually inadequately protected shins to eur- 
rents of cold air. This is the: usual way in, 
which colds are caught on omuibuses, 
When driving one tskes care to cover the 
legs with rug or. waterproof, but on tho 
more democratic conveyance rugs are not of- 
‘ten available, and the recklass passenger hy- 
and-by awakens to the fact: that. the-iron 
has entered into his soul—in othor words, 
that he has ‘caught cold.’ People who 
wear stockings, such as Highlanders, golf- 
ers, and oyclists, invariably take the pre- 
caution’ of turriing the thick“woollen mate- 
tial down over tho’ shins, the botter to pro- 
tect them against loss of heat, though, in- 
cidentally, the artificial embellishment of 
the calvea may not be altogether foreign to 
tho manecuvre, This is an instance of how 
all-things work toyether for good. It docs 
not, of course, follow, becauae certain arens 
are peculiarly susceptible to cold, that a 
chill may not be conveyed to the nervous 
system from other points, Prolonged sit- 
ting on a stone, or oven onthe damp grasa, 
is well known to be a fertile source of
